Bill Calls for 2200 Planes, and 
Also for Free and Cap- 
tive Balloons. 


y the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, May 6.—For 


the third time this season, the 


House has passed and sent to the 
Senate a bill designed to build up 
aviation—this time for the army. 
The measure passed yesterday, 
embodies the five-year building 
program approved by the Secre- 
tary of War, which would provide 
2200 new planes at the end of the 
period. 

It makes provision for a num- 
ber of small airships and free and 
captive balloons, and increases 
from one to three the number of 
Brigadier-Generals in the air serv- 
ice, which would be given 1614 of- 
ficers and 16,000 enlisted men. 

The cost of the program has 
been estimated at $175,000,000 but 
the bill contains no speeific ap- 
propriation. 

Under the bill the air service 
would be known as air corps but 
no administrative changes is au- 
thorized. 

Drafted by the House military 
committee the program is designed 
to carry out a number of recom- 
mendations of the President’s air 
board and the Hous aircraft com- 
mittee of the last Congress. 

Of the other two aviation bills 
already approved by the House the 
$85,000,000 five-year building pro- 
gram for the navy is pending in 
the Senate, while the Bingham- 
Parker bill for commercial avia- 
tion is in conference.

Testifies Before Federal

NEW YORK, May 6.—Marl lL 
Felber, head of the newspaper ad- 
— 

vertising department of the Fire- 


stone Tire & Rubber Co., one of 
the complainant companies, testi- 
fied yesterday in the Federal Trade 
Commission hearing into advertis- 
ing methods that he had been told 
the custom of a 15 per cent agency 
discount is a practice agreed to by 
newspaper publishers among them- 
selves. 
He quoted John Budd, a news- 
paper representative in New York 
who died recently, to this effect, 
and said Budd asserted that ff he 
gave the Firestone company  ad- 
vertising at less than the “card 
rate’’ he would lose business. 
Felber testified that in many lo- 
calities his company placed its ad- 
vertising direct with newspapers 
and so got a lower rate than that 
charged national advertising con- 
cerns. He said he found that in 
towns where there were two news- 
papers he experienced no difficulty 
in getting low rates from one pa- 
per. He said his company spends 
about $2,300,000 a year in adver- 
tistne. 
‘Under cross examination by 
James L. Finlay, counsel for the 
Southern Newspaper Publishers’ 
Association, Felder was asked if he 
thought there was any conspiracy 
to favor agencies among newspa- 
pers. He responded that he did 
not understand the question and’ 
would not answer it as asked. 
Many advertising agencies oper- 
ate on such a small margin of 
profit that a reduction of their 
commission of 15 per cent would 
mean a lowering of their ability te 
develop and create advertising, it 
was testified by Linooln B. Palm- 
er, manager of the ‘American 
Newspaper Publishers’ Association, 
Hampering of the development 
work of the agencies, he declared, - 
would amount to “financial sute« 
cide.” — 
Palmer admitted that various 
publishers’ and advertising agen+ 
cies’ associations exchanged “credit 
ratings” of advertising agenctes;

LONDON, May 6.—The follow- 


ing article on “Economic conse- 


quences of a Strike’’ was suplied to 
the correspondent by a British of- 
ficial, one of the most eminent in 
connection with trade and indus- 
trial questions. He stipulated that 
his name should not be used. He 
wrote: 

“A general strike lasting only a 
few days does not cost a country 
much, but if the days become 
weeks the cost mounts up like a 
rolling snowball. 

“There are three kinds of costs: 
The State loses revenue and in- 
creases its expenditure; the con- 
suming power of the country drops 
rapidly from loss of wages; most 
important of all, trade and indus- 
try suffer enormously, for busi- 
messes which are compelled to 
close down cannot begin again 
where they left off. 

Effect on State Revenue. 

“The immediate loss of revenue 
to the state is the smallest loss. 
The income tax, supertax and 
death duties are not affected, or 
but little. Customs and excise do 
not fall off much unless the strike 
lasts many weeks. Cargoes may be 
delayed, but they come in. Beer 
and whiskey are drunk though 
strike pay may be small. The 
great British coal stoppage from 
April to July 1921, lasted three 
months and threw large numbers 
in other industries out of work, yet 
the British financial year 1921-22 
ended with a surplus of revenue 
over expenditure of £45,000,000 
($225,000,000). 

“The present general strike will 
be worse than that because it will 
greatly add to expenditure. Take 
one thing: Unemployment pay, or 
what is called the dole. Strikers 
and locked out men do not get it 
but those thrown out of work by 
the strike get it. 

Number on Dole. 

“Last week there were less than 
1,000,000 men and women on dole. 
Today there were 3,000,000 appli- 
cants for the dole. By this time 
next week there are expected to be 
8,000,009 appiying. Unemployment 
insurance can pay for 1,000,000 un- 
employed for a week, but for more 
than that it has to borrow from 
the treastiry. At the end of the 
fund it will be borrowing nearly 
£1,000,000 daily ($5,000,000.)

“This type is becoming more and 
more frequent through the tech- 
nique developed by the League of 
Women Voters, whose plan is, first, 
study and exhaustive investigation, 
then a decision as to which side 
of the question is worthy of sup- 
port, and, finally, everlastingly 
fighting for that side. The hope 
of democracy lies in the possibility 
of all people subjecting questions 


to the same form of scrutiny and 
action.”

ACK in 1912 or thereabout, when all the pro- 
B fessional uplifters of the United States were 

whooping for women suffrage, I presumed to 
warn them that, once it came in, it would do them 
more damage than good. The soundness of that 
easy propbecy, I believe, is now manifest. The 
millenium is not nearer than it was, but further 
away. The two lady members of the National 
House of Representatives are both ardent wets. 
The two lady Governors are both extremely hard 
boiled. And nowhere in this kaiserliche Republik, 
so far as I can make out, is there any sign that 
the women voters, as a class, have any active in- 
terest in the general war upon sin. 

Even prohibition fails to lift them. Had they 
been able to vote when it was in the balance, the 
chances are, I suppose, that a majority of them 
would have voted for it, but now, with experience 
showing its futility they are mainly against it. 
You will go a long way, indeed, before you find , 
an intelligent woman who is in favor of it. Many 
otherwise sane men, hoping against hope, still 
maintain that it should be tried fora few years 
more, but not many women seem to agree with 
them. Within the circle of my personal acquaint- 
ance there are a good many women who are and 
always have been teetotalers. But all of these 
teetotalers, without a single exception, are against 
prohibition. 

The reason is not far to seek. Women are nat- 
ural realists. They stand aloof from most of the 
romantic sentimentalities which make fools of 
men. Life bears upon them more harshly than 
it bears upon men, and that greater harshness 
gives them a clearer vision. In particular, it gives 
them a clearer vision of all schemes to make 
humanity perfect overnight. Nearly every woman, 
at some time or other, has made an effort to im- 
prove and polish some concrete man—and failed 
miserably. It is thus hard to interest women as a 
class in schemes to reform humanity as a whole. - 


Vice Crusaders Have Vanished. 

There is, of course, a sub-class of women of a 
more credulous and romantic kidney, and during 
the long campaign for the extension of the suffrage 
a great deal was heard from it. Its members 
roved the country promising that, as soon as their 
sex could vote, sin would be abolished. They had 
an almost endless program of reforms, most of 
them of a sexual character. They talked magnifi- 

: cently of putting down, once and for all time, the 
alleged lubricity of the wicked male. They de- 
manded a single standard of thorality, medical cer- 
tifieates for bridegrooms, the surgical punishment 
of seducers, and many other such measures. And 
they said they would put them on the statute 
books, once they had the vote. 

But no one took these pornographic viragoes 
very seriously, and least of all their fellow women. 
The latter had no complaint to make about the 
lubricity of the male. In so far as they were aware 
of it at all, they were aware of it as something 
far more romantic than dangerous. It impinged 
upon them, not in the form of armed assaults up- 
on their virtue, but in the form of highly agreeable 
deferences and flatteries. So they laughed at their 
bellowing sisters, whose excitement was not im- 
penetrable to their perspicacity, Here, as usual, the 
passion for reform was only a false face for envy. 


Not Interested in Job Seeking. 

Since the passage of the nineteenth amendment 
very little has been heard from the lady vice crusa- 
ders. Their campaign, if it is still in progress, is 
carried on in Little Bethel, where prohibition also 
seems destined .to lose itself. The overwhelming 
majority of women simply laugh at them. This 
majority sees no reason to erect a new and bris- 
tling series of defenses against men. What it is 
interested in is the immemorial business of break- 
ing down the defenses that men have set up against 
women. 

Nor are the women of this majority interested 
in the puerile job-seeking that passes for politics | 
among us.
